Attorney General Richardson: 
Nation spared by deal with Agnew 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Attorney General Elliot L. 
Richardson said today the interests of the United States 
—and not of Spiro T. Agnew —were best served by the 
arrangement under which Agnew pleaded no contest to a 
tax evasion charge and resigned in disgrace 
Richardson, ruling himself out as a potential successor 
to Agnew in the course of an hour-long news conference, 
defended the “ plea bargaining” arrangement negotiated 
with Agnew as one which spared the nation a prolonged 
period of agony. 
He said Agnew “ has rendered a high service by 
resigning and relieving the nation of a prolonged and 
potentially 
dangerous 
period 
of 
anguish 
and 
uncertainty.” 
Richardson said he was “ wholly confident” that until 
last July, President Nixon had no knowledge of Agnew’s 
dealings with Maryland contractors while serving as the 
top elected official of suburban Baltimore County and 
then as governor of Maryland 
The White House indicated today that Nixon would 
nominate a successor to Agnew within a matter of days. 
Some aides said 
Nixon, anticipating that Agnew 
ultimately would be compelled to resign, had already 
reached a decision. 


Richardson's name had been mentioned as a possible 
Agnew successor, but he said he would not take the job 
“ I think it would be highly inappropriate for me ... to be 
for one moment considered as a successor to him,” 
Richardson said. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller was described by Rep 
Peter Peyser, R-N.Y., as “ anxious and willing” to be 
selected, while sources close to John B Connally —the 
most controversial of those mentioned in speculation as 
Agnew’s successor —said Connally “ couldn't turn it 
down” if chosen. 
Richardson said Agnew must still settle accounts with 
the Internal Revenue Service over paying back taxes and 
penalties on thousands of dollars he is accused of 
accepting 
from 
contractors 
—some 
in 
his 
vice 
presidential office in the Executive Office Building adja­ 
cent to the White House as recently as last Christmas 
time. 
Papers Richardson filed in federal court in Baltimore 
Wednesday said Agnew took $85,000 in cash from two of 
the four principal businessmen named as involved in the 
undercover arrangements. 
Agnew was fined $10,000 and placed on three years' 
probation by Judge Walter E. Hoffman. Agnew insisted 


outside the courtroom that he was innocent of bribery 
and extortion allegations against him, but admitted in 
court that he did not pay taxes in 1967 on money accepted 
from contractors 
The tax issues. Richardson said, “ remain to be worked 
out, be pursued further, between the Internal Revenue 
Service and counsel for the vice president.” 
While federal prosecutors in Baltimore wanted to 
require that Agnew be jailed briefly under any plea 
bargaining arrangement. Richardson said he, as the 
nation s highest prosecutor, was convinced justice had 
been served 
He said he was keenly aware “ of the historic 
magnitude of the penalties 
inherent in the vice 
president’s resignation from his high office and his 
acceptance of a judgment of conviction for a felony ” 


In Baltimore, Maryland Attorney General Francis B 
Burch said Agnew “ has suffered enough,” and that he 
would recommend no prosecution be undertaken in state 
courts against Agnew

War power bill faces veto 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate has voted to limit a president's 
powers to make war and sent the bill to the House If passed, it faces almost 
certain veto 
The measure, approved Wednesday on a 75 to 20 roll call, prohibits a 
president from committing troops to battle for more than 90 days without 
specific legislative authority. It also reserves to Congress the right to end 
hostilities earlier by a simple majority vote not subject to veto 
The bill is the product of a Senate-House conference and is not subject to 
amendment before the House votes on it. 
Though the conferees produced a bill that won wide support from liberal 
and middle of the road senators, one of its original backers, Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton, D-Mo., turned bitterly against it and carried a small group of 
liberals with him 
Eagleton charged in a debate with Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., that the 
compromise in effect gave “ an open-ended blank check for 90 days of 
warmaking anywhere in the world on presidential authority alone 
“ I helped give birth to this bill three years ago. but the baby has been 
kidnaped,” Eagleton said

"The McGovern campaign was founded not on dirty 
tricks but on the truth." Rick Steams, western state 
coordinator for the McGovern campaign, testified "In 
1972, we made mistakes, but we did not commit crimes ." 
Steams was the first of two McGovern campaign aides 
called to testify today as the committee began looking into 
the Democratic side of possible political shenanigans Also 
summoned, at request of Republican staff members, was 
Frank Mankiewicz, McGovern’s political director 
McGovern himself denied the claims Wednesday of a 


Republican political spy who said it was so easy to infiltrate 
Democratic camps that he watched television coverage of 
some of the Democratic convention at Miami Beach with 
McGovern, who later was the party's nominee 
In 
related matters, special 
Watergate prosecutor 
Archibald Cox asked a U S district court today to deny 
motions for bail by E. Howard Hunt and the four Cubans 
convicted 
of 
burglarizing 
the 
Democratic 
national 
headquarters 
The Senate committee has received testimony and some 
private allegations from several Nixon campaign aides and 
former White House officials of improper political 
activities by Democrats in the presidential campaign 
Stearns complained about public airing of such allegations 
"This is not the appropriate exercise (by the committee) 


of a power that was supposed to reach beyond partisanship 
in order to renew the principles we all profess," Stearns 
said "More than that, it is a profound disservice *

Miss Plourde. 21, a Boston telephone 
operator who confessed she doesn’t really 
like spaghetti very much, faced Lombino, 
20, an Alhambra, Calif., hairstylist, across 
a table in the eat-off. 


Lombino is a veteran of this kind of 
thing. According to the Guinness book, 
Lombino holds the world cheese-eating 
record (a pound of hard English cheddar in 
4-v2 minutes) and formerly held the prune- 
gobbling championship (266 pitted fruits in 
40 minutes) but has been surpassed in that 
event.

European countries to help 
with Spacelab flight unit

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Nine European countries will cooperate 
in the manufacture of a "Spacelab flight 
unit to wed with America’s space shuttle, 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration announced today 
The spacelab, to be lofted into orbit in the 
cargo bay of the shuttle from launch bases 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base and Cape* 
Kennedy, 
will have two elements 
A 
pressurized manned laboratory module 
will permit scientists to work in a normal 
shirt-sleeve 
environment, 
and 
an 
instrument 
platform 
will 
support 
telescopes, antennae and other equipment 
requiring direct space exposure 
The European-built lab is planned for use 
in missions lasting from seven to 30 days 
At the end of each mission, the shuttle 
orbiter will make a runway landing and the 
lab will be removed and refurbished for its 
next assignment 
The slated delivery date of the spacelab 
is 1978, about a year before the first 
scheduled operational space flight of the 
shuttle, from Cape Kennedy. Operations 
orgination from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base are anticipated to commense two or 
three years later 
The nine countries forming the European 
Space Research Organization (ESRO l are 


Belgium. Denmark. France. Germany, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Spam. Switzerland 
and the United Kingdom The agreement to 
construct the lab, called a Memorandum 
of Understanding" was signed recently by

estimated $300 - $400 million price tag on

Under the terms of the agreement, called 
by NASA a major breakthrough in the 
sharing of the costs of space science, NASA 
will procure from ESRO any additional 
spacelab units of the same design required 
for the U S space program 
Though NASA will take charge of crew 
training and flight operations after ESRO 
delivers the spacelab. European crew 
members will likely accompany shuttle 
spacelab missions. 
Definite terms have yet to be worked out.

Agency says 
state needs 11 
new power plants 


SACRAMENTO <upi) —California must construct 11 new 
“ thermal” power plants—most of themnuclear—to meet its 
electrical needs for the next 20 years, the state Resources 
Agency says. 
In a 129-page study entitled “ Energy Dilemma, 
the 
agency Wednesday also said the state’s power needs in the 
next two decades also require continued development of 
California's three existing nuclear generating facilities. 
But in setting forth what it called a 20-year plan for power 
plant siting, the agency warned that because of current 
delays in nuclear power plant construction, it might 
already be too late to avoid electricity “ disruptions ” 
By 1991, the report said, more than half of the state's 
electricity will have to come from nuclear reactors. 
“ Fossil-fuel plants are less desirable than nuclear plants 
from the standpoint of public health, air quality and the 
realiability of the fuel supply,’’ the report stated 
However, it did not specify how many of the 11 new plants 
would be nuclear or where they should be located 
Rather it included a detailed map of the state, specifying 
“ optimum” areas for plant location based on population 
and earthquake danger. 
The most desirable areas, the report said, are the 
extreme southeastern desert corner of the state and the 
north-central valley, inland from the Oregon border to 
Fresno. Isolated coastal areas were listed as possible sites. 
California currently has one nuclear plant in operation at 
San Onofre and two under construction at Rancho Seco and 
Diablo Canyon. Four other sites have been proposed by 
utility companies in Northern California and three in South­ 
ern California. Six other plants are planned but no site 
chosen. Only one petroleum-powered facility is being 
planned. 


Private water for project 


County Health Department officials informed the Board 
of Supervisors Tuesday they have recommended approval 
of a plan to supply water from a private well to a proposed 
housing project in the Santa Maria Valley. 
On the basis of this recommendation, the Board of 
Supervisors agreed to the plan on behalf of a large lot 
development southeast of Santa Maria listing Dennis 
Dallaston as developer. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell told the board he approved 
execution of the agreement regarding the water system for 
Tract 11,718 because water supply was seen as ample in 
that area. 
He said large producing wells were supplying grape 
orchards in the area. 
The board was told there are no public water facilities 
within several miles of the proposed development of 10- 
acre parcels on 17 lots. 
Health Department officials explained the county can 
issue a permit for a private small water system meant to 
supply under 200 units. He said the county would have to 
satisfy itself as to quality of the water and continuity of the 
supply, however, before giving a permit.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — House Speaker Carl Albert 
learned that he had become the No. 1 successor to the 
presidency after an aide heard radio reports of Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew s resignation 
About two hours later a contingent of Secret Service 
agents began providing protection for Albert, who under the 
Constitution would take over as the nation’s chief executive 
in the event that President Nixon could no longer serve 
A Secret Service spokesman said a detail of guards 
“ similar" in number to the contingent guarding Agnew 
while he was vice president was assigned to Albert at 
around 4:30 p.m. EDT Wednesday. 
The spokesman also said that Agnew would continue to 
receive protection from the Secret Service "for a period of 
time” which "hasn’t been determined .”

— Never run with a kite. 
And, for heaven’s sake, 
don’t use a tail. 
This astonishing advice 
lofts from a kite store, 
called Come Fly a Kite, run 
by Dinesh Bahadur, master 
kiteman 
On a good day Bahadur 
draws 
several 
thousand 
people through his colorful 
establishment in Ghirardelli 
Square, 
whose speciality 
shops 
are 
a 
tourist 
attraction. 
Just 
to 
make 
sure 
everybody knows about his 
store, Bahadur daily flies 
kites 
on 
the 
plaza, 
demonstrating such skills as 
sending up kites when there 
is no wind at all. He knows 
how to fly kites indoors. 
From 
his 
hometown, 
Rampur, India, “ the city of 
kites,” he brought expertise 
which he converted into a 
business big enough for 14 
employes. The popularity in 
India of kite flying, or kite 
fighting, is akin to baseball 
in the U.S., he says. 
Bahadur, 31, winner of 
provincial 
competitions, 
learned the sport from Saed 
U. Khan, an 80-year-old who 
Bahadur calls the world's 
top kite maker. 
In 
San 
Francisco, 
Bahadur stocks 60 kinds of 
kites, ranging in prices from 
$1 
to $3,000 
A 130-foot 
dragon kite goes for $150, as 
does 
a 
55-foot 
Chinese 
centipede. Then there are 
different 
models of 
the 
tetra, 
invented 
by 
Alexander Graham Bell. 
The $3,000 item 
is a 
parafoil. a frameless nylon 
construction with numerous 
airpockets and a pull of 400, 
pounds. 
Large 
kites, 
Bahadur says, have been 
used at various times to pull 
vehicles, 
lay 
torpedoes, 
catch 
fish 
and 
hoist 
meterological devices. 
Basically, there are three 
kinds of kites —the box type 
favored 
in 
Europe, 
the 
fighting kite found in Asia, 
and 
the 
flat 
diamond 
common in the U.S. but rare 
elsewhere. 
Bahadur 
imports 
from 
several countries, but says 
the best come from India 
and 
Red 
China 
The 
Japanese kites, he says, are 
“ beautiful but won’t fly,” 
and as for American kites, 
he says, “ I can’t understand 
why anyone would want one. 
They barely fly either.” 


The 
trouble 
with 
American models, he says, 
is that they are cheaply and 
sloppily made. He says they 
lack enough bow, and are 
constructed of wood and 
paper —too heavy. 
These kites need tails to 
neutralize 
their 
bad 
balance, he says, but the 
tails are a drag on t h e i r 
speed and maneuverability. 
“ A properly constructed 
kite should never have a 
tail,” Bahadur says. 
The $1 fighter kites he 
sells 
are 
so 
delicately 
balanced that a piece of 
transparent tape can affect 
their airworthiness. 
Fighter kites, once flown 
by Indian princesses who 
could 
not 
leave 
their 
palaces, are employed with 
a flick of the wrist to cut an 
opponent’s 
line. 
In 
Bahadur's hands, a fighter 


kite 
can 
knock 
off 
somebody’s hat at 100 yards, 
or fly in a window 
These kites are popular in 
Asia, he says, “ because we 
like 
something 
with 
a 
winner and lower in it.” 
“ The best way to launch a 
kite is to have somebody 
hold 
it 
40 
or 
50 
feet 
downwind. Pull the string 
taught hand over hand, have 
the helper give it a little 
shove, and up it goes.” 
“ Once aloft, most people 
pull the line if it dives. They 
are 
asking 
for 
trouble, 
because this is when they 
should let the line out. ” 


As a sign in Bahadur’s 
shop reads, “ Whoever said 
kiting is child’s play has a 
lot to learn. There is more 
to flying a kite than meets 
the eye, and this is what has 
carried 
it through 3,000 
years of man’s history.” 


Now Bahadur is trying 
sailing. He says he has 
something 
new 
—kite 
ridden a kite up to 6,000 feet.

“ The increase in hunter 
activity is phenomenal this 
year,” said Dave Harkness 
of the Department of Fish 
and 
Game 
in 
Alaska. 
“ Sheep and goat hunters are 
about the same, but moose 
hunters are way up ” 
Alaska 
issued 
26,000 
hunting licenses last year 
and the game department 
estimated 
they 
were 
running 50 per cent higher 
this year. 
Because of its size and 
quality, moose is the main 
target 
in 
Alaska.

average animal of 1,000

“ Tag and license sales are 
so heavy they’re bogging 
down our machinery,” said 
Joe Sheehan, spokesman for 
the California Department 
of Fish and Game 
“ Ind icatio ns 
show 
licenses will run at least 
200.000 just for September 
alone. Last year for the 
month it was only 120,000. 
“ We expect to see more 
and more hunters in the 
field as the late deer season 
continues. And there's a big 
upswing in license sales and 
preparation 
for

waterfowl season.”

do,” 
said 
Simmonds.

very disoriented at first, but

by 
visual 
clues and began swimming 
with their bellies toward the

Seaver and McGraw were not the nnlv heroes for 
the Mets who gained their second NL pennant in the 
last five years. 


There was Cleon Jones, who drove in both the go- 
ahead and final runs, and Ed Kranepool, the last of the 
original 1962 expansion Mets, who got a chance to 
start because of the injury to Staub and responded 


with a two-run single in his first at bat 


Despite the Mets’ early 2-0 lead, the Reds managed 
to tie the score on Driessen’s sacrifice fly in the third 


and Tony Perez RBI single in the fifth Jones put New 
York ahead for good in the bottom of the fifth when he 
doubled home Wayne G arrett, who led off the inning 
with a double off loser Jack Billingham The Mets 
added three more runs in the inning and got their final 
run in the sixth when Jones singled home Seaver, who 
had doubled. 
For New Yorkers, the only thing marring the 
pennant-clinching victory was the actions of some in 
the crowd toward the end of the game. Members of 
the Reds’ official party, sitting behind the Cincinnati 
dugout, had to be escorted into the dugout for their 


own safety. As the game ended, fans poured onto the 


field and tore huge chunks out of the grass portions of 
the infield and outfield in addition to stealing the 
bases and tearing out home plate.

En-lai, or Mao Tse- 
tung, 
concerning 
whom 
it 
is 
not 
alleged 
that 
they 
executed 
four 
or 
five hundred people, 
but 
documented 
that they executed 
their 
countrymen 
by the millions. 
One hopes for compassion in 
Chile, but there is humanly pausible 
middle way between executing the 
political prisoners, and returning 
them by private jets to Mexico City 
or Cuba there to receive ticker-tape 
parades. 
It is the goal of the 
international leftist community to 
make revolution absolutely safe. It 
is a wonder that they have not 
amended 
the 
United 
Nations 
Declaration on Human Rights so as 
to include this freedom, though 
perhaps the reason is that it would 


suffer the same fate as the other 
rights enumerated in that forlorn 
document. 
It should be stressed that the so- 
called democratic socialism in Chile 
was 
a substantial fraud. The 
London Economist in its recent 
issue 
details 
som e 
of 
the 
transgressions of Salvador Allende 
against his vaunted democracy. 
Allende’s followers included simple 
ideological brigands, who swept into 
small, orderly private farms and 
homes, 
and 
took 
them 
over. 
Allende’s legions included trained 
revolutionaries 
from 
other 
countries, 
who used muscle to 
intimidate 
and 
steal appetities, 
profaning 
freedom, 
bullying 
professors 
and 
journalists 
who 
resisted them. 
It is inexplicable that those who in 
the 
mid-fifties 
welcomed 
the 
military revolt against Juan Peron, 
who was elected by a majority 
greatly exceeding that which voted 
for Salvador Allende, should now 
regret the overthrow of Allende. 
Peron had taken to demagogy, to 
authoritarian 
practices, 
to 
the 
persecution of journalistic enemies. 
He had gutted the Argentinian 
economy which has not yet returned 
to the pre-Peron rank among Latin 
American economies. 
Allende 
spread 
a 
barmecidal 
banquet among his people, offering 
everybody everything. The laws of 
nature quickly overtook him, and 
everyone’s cupboard was bare and 
the country was taken along the 
road to Weimar, while Allende, 
between 
speeches, 
boozed 
and 
debauched, in his regal quarters, 
with Faroukian devotion: finally 
interrupted by his patient colonels. 


The 
American 
people 
are 
a 
forgiving lot, by and large, and one 
hopes it will always be so. But we 
have never had 300 per cent inflation 
in one year, at the mercy of a 
government that ref used to interfere 
with systematic private plunder, 
that 
brought 
in 
and 
cozened 
revolutionaries from all over the 


world, 
that 
bullied 
the 
loyal 
opposition 
and 
squandered 
the 
patrimony. 
It is not absolutely 
obvious to me exactly how, having 
overthrown such a regime, we 
would 
deal 
with 
the 
principal 
mischief-makers. It is altogether 
conceivable to me that Judge Sirica 
would put some of them in jail for 
perhaps 60, or even 90, days. 


It is no less true for being a 
commonplace, 
that 
always, 
everywhere, 
people 
prefer

authoritarian government to chaos. 
There is no reason why Chile should 
have proved an exception to this 


rule. There is a heavy penance

democracy frivoluously. The Greeks 
are paying that price, as are the 
Brazilians. Portugal and Spain have 
paid for it over a generation of time. 


Democracy is a fragile institution, 
and people who are careless with it 
should simply not be surprised if, 
having convulsed their countries, 
they

t h e m s e l v e s 
inconvenienced 
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Warm beer? 


Everyone 
knew 
times 
had 
changed when Fast Gas Co. sought 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Control 
permission to sell packaged beer 
and wine from its service station on 
East Ocean 
Avenue, 
but more 
change is upon its way. 
A spokesman for Stop and Go 
markets tells me his corporation is 
now 
seeking 
the 
right to sell 
gasoline 
and 
other 
petroleum 
products from its new facilities in 
some areas. That doesn’t mean 
Lompoc, but rather new facilities 
planned 
for 
construction. 
The 
company 
sells beer and wine at 
most of its outlets. 
The city Planning Commission 
filed an official protest to the Fast 
Gas request in the Lompoc area, but 
some 
of 
the 
commissioners, 
particularly 
Vernon 
Copeland 
conceded that all-night convenience 
store outlets he spotted on a recent 
trip across the country sold just 
about everything from gasoline to 
food, and, he thinks, probably beer 
and wine 
Lom po c 
City 
Council has yet to 
make a recommen­ 
dation of its own on 
the Fast Gas appli­ 
cation officially. 
Several 
things 
remain to be seen: 
Whether the city can block the 
application to the ABC, assuming 
for the moment that the city 
Planning Commission action speaks 
for the official city as a whole; 
secondly, assuming that the city 
does 
maintain 
a 
posture 
of 
opposition, it remains to be seen 
whether 
the 
city’s 
restrictive 
definition of a service station is 
legally powerful enough to block the 
Fast Gas application. It’s uncertain 
at the moment, but a point raised by 


Police Chief James D. Smith may 
also figure in the final decision: 
Smith points to the fact that a Stop 
and Go Market which sells beer and 
wine is just down the street from the 
service station and a new liquor 
store is being built immediately 
adjacent to the service station. 


In the view of this reporter, the 
ABC has quite a job on its hands 
Applications similar to the one by 
Fast Gas are under way in a number 
of Ventura County cities and there 
are a several more in the works in 
Santa Barbara County, including the 
one in Lompoc

examples of alcoholic beverage 
sales from service stations specified 
that “warm beer” only could be 
sold. This idea assumed that the 
motorist if that's who bought the 
beer would take the beer home and 
refrigerate it before he or she 
popped the top off.

An action which may drastically 
curtail and eventually halt the 
furnishing of housing by the state to 
its workers has been taken by the 
State Board of Control at its recent 
meeting. The Board has ordered a 
sweeping review of rental policies 
following the disclosures that more 
than 3000 employes live in state 
owned properties for which they pay 
only nominal rents. 
Employe furnished housing is a 
carryover from other days when 
work 
sites were 
geographically 
isolated and travel was slow Thus 
homes were built for key officials at 
state hospitals and prisons. Housing 
was also provided employes of 
Forestry, Highways,Fishand Game, 
and some other agencies all having 
operations in the hinterlands. 
But the growth of California has 
brought about changes. Subdivisions 
have 
m u s h r o o m e d 
a l m o s t 
everywhere. Highways have vastly 
improved 
Remoteness of private 
housing 
is no longer a factor 
excepting in unusual cases. And, 
most 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r s 
have 
undergone a change in the contrary 
they 
see 
a distinct danger of 
e m p l o y e s 
b e c o m i n g 
“ too 
institutionalized.” They believe it 
better for them to get away from 
their work and mingle with the 
community. 
However, 
those 
homes which 
were provided 
in 
the days of 
necessity are still being maintained. 
And some agencies continue to build 
new 
housing. 
The 
matter 
of 
residences 
has 
drifted 
into 
something of a prerequisite for 
certain jobs 
And, despite the fact that since 
about 1953 rents have been charged, 
the rentals have been low, so low 
that in some cases they seem 
absurd This was pointed up by the 
revelation 
that 
State 
College 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke is being 


charged only $136 per month for the 
$350,000 
state 
owned 
Bel 
Air 
mansion he occupies. 
State rentals have been based on 
the numer of rooms and age of a 
dwelling with the highest rent being 
$149 for a home under ten years old 
with 8 or more rooms. For a new 
five room home the rent is $114. A 
slight charge is made for utilities 
but all maintenance is provided 
free. 
The basis for the rents was 
promptly 
challenged 
by 
Board 
Chairman 
Vem Cartwright who 
asked, “ What has the age of a house 
got to do with it?” State law, he 
said, 
requires 
the 
Board 
to 
determine the fair and reasonable 
value of the homes. 
In a report to the Board, Marvin 
Blanchard, 
head 
of 
General 
Services management assistance 
section, conceded age and number 
of rooms may not be appropriate 
criteria and observed that rents 
have never come up to those in the 
private sector. 
Cartwright rebutted arguments 
that the salaries of employes should 
be considered and that the existence 
of residences were an inducement in 
recruiting, 
as 
in 
the case 
of 
physicians at state hospitals. “ Low 
rents,” he said, “which operate as 
com pensation 
or 
recruitment 
incentives conflict with the concept 
of equal pay for equal work The law 
doesn’t 
permit 
us 
to 
consider 
salaries. That is the Personnel 
Board’s job.” 


In answer to the objection that if 
the rents were set too high some 
employes couldn’t afford to live in 
the homes, Board member Lew 
Clmgan said, “Then they can move 
out and the buildings can be used for 
other purposes or disposed of as 
excess property and put back on the 
tax rolls.”

Sadat decided in March 
war with Israel inevitable

Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat, 
after 
a 
series of disappointments in 
U.S. peace efforts in the 
Middle East, decided last 
March that renewal of the 
war 
with 
Israel 
was 
inevitable 
and 
began 
preparing for it. He struck 
after receiving assurances 
that the Arab oil producing 
nations would throw their 
economic 
and diplomatic 
weight in his side. 
It was on March 28 that he 
declared himself military 
governor 
with 
powers 
equivalent to martial law 
He envisioned a relatively 
limited offensive, hoping at 
least to hold on to small 
gams either in the Golan 
Heights or along Suez until 
international 
pressures 
forced an end to the fighting 
either through the United 
Nations or the big powers 
This, 
of 
course, 
is 
hindsight based only upon 
the 
external 
evidence 
including 
reports 
from 
United Nations observers 
that it was the Egyptians 
and Syrians who struck first 
in coordinated attacks. 


Despite 
the 
glowing 
r e po rts 
of 
Arab 
communiques 
and 
the 
unanimous support declared 
by other Arab nations, there 
were other indications the 
Arabs 
themselves 
had 
severe doubts that Sadat’s 
gamble would pay off. 


Conspicuously 
on 
the 
sidelines of the fighting was 
Jordan s King Hussein, who 
has said he would not join m 
a new fight with Israel 
unless he was convinced of a 
50 
per 
cent 
chance 
of 
victory. 
P r e s i d e n t 
Habib 
Bourguiba 
of 
Tunisia 
promised troops to aid in the 
fighting but declared openly 
he feared for the results 
because 
“ I 
know 
the 
strength of Israel.” 
Even the Egyptian foreign 
minister, Mohammed H. el- 
Zayyat 
replied 
“frankly, 
no,” when asked if he felt 
certain of Egyptian victory. 
Lending 
pressure 
upon 
Sadat for action was the 
i mpati ence 
of 
young 
officers 
in the Egyptian 
army, 
of 
unrest 
among 
Egyptian 
students 
and 
dissatisfaction among the 
population with mounting 


inflation and the high cost of 
paying for a war that went 
nowhere. 


When Sadat announced on 
July 18, 1972, that he had 
ordered Soviet forces out of 
Egypt he hoped the result 
would be pressure from the 
United States on Israel for 
some 
sort 
of 
reciprocal 
acti on. 
It 
was 
not 
forthcoming 


It seems probable the last 
straw fell on July 26, 1973, 
when 
the 
United 
States 
vetoed a resolution in the 
U N. Security Council which 
would 
have called 
upon 
I s r a e l 
to 
w i t hd r a w 
unequivocally 
from 
the 
occupied Arab lands. 
TOe U.S. position has been 
that any Israeli withdrawal 


must be in conformity to 
Israeli security needs. 
It seems probably also that 
Sedat had decided time was 
not on his side as the 
Israelis steadily went ahead 
with development of the 
Gaza Strip and areas of the 
Sinai with projects of a 
permanent nature. 
Militarily the situation is 
o b s c u r e d 
by 
he a v y 
censorship on both sides. 
What eye-witness reports 
there have been tend to 
support Israeli claims of air 
control and destruction of 
pontoon bridges across the 
Suez Canal. 
October’s perfect flying 
weather should make sitting 
ducks of Syrian tanks on the 
exposed terrain of the Golan 
Heights and of Egyptian 
tanks trapped on the wrong 
side of the canal.
